Douglas John Bos among others -in my investigation, arrest, prosecution 
etc- made by tf-S- Attorney Office for the Central District of California, 
By letter dated April 06, 2005, Mr, /Ms. Marlene M, Wahowiak, of the Freedom 
of Information Unit from the Office of Professional Responsibility, denied 
my request. Pursuant to the Freedom of Information Act, 5 U.S.C. 552, I 
hereby appeal that denial, 1 have enclosed a copy of my request letter and 
the denial that T have received.

John Boss- at trial, (See attached copy of trial transcript wbertz this agent 
provided testimony for the Government), See Akron Standard Div_ r _ of Eagle-

there is no privacy interest, and no exemption apply in these circumstances *
